The Rev. K. Paul Yphantis, 
world wide traveler and lecturer, 
brought a stirring message to the 
congregation at the Brethren in 
Christ church Sunday evening.

| children were among the 18 Amer- 
ican nationals sent home on the S. 
S. Drottiningholm in June, 1942, 
from Greece, the country often 
called the land of the living dead 
;Since the Nazi invasion reaped 
/such ghastly tragedies there, 

“The Nazis shoot even their own 
soldiers when ‘they find them 
weakening and showing signs of 
guilt and remorse over their jper- 
secutions,” Mr. Yphantis said. 
“One Christian German officer—- 
the only one with whom I was 
able to talk in confidence, told me 
when we were away from the 
city in an olive grove where no one 
could overhear, that the future of 
Germany is dark whether we win 
or lose because the Nazis have 
taken God from the young people 
and substituted Hitler as an idol 
in their hearts.” 

“When Germany departed from 
God and put a question mark on 
the Bible, she opened her soul to 
diabolical doctrines that took her 
along her present mad course of 
sin and lust.” 

Having lived fo: 13 months un- 
der starvation conditions and hav- 
ing witnessed horrifying scenes 
on the streets of Athens, Rev. 
Yphantis pictured an accurate, 
tragic story of the situation among 
the peoples of Greece.
